Profitable Ducks. 
DO not know of anything more 
remarkable than the comparison 
between the duck industry on 
the one hand and the way of | 
keeping ducks on farms and } 
-- about homesteads generally on 
the other. The former is all 
plan, method, and routine ; the 
latter is any-how-you-please. 
Cottagers, amateurs, farmers, 
farmers’ wives, and other such 
duck-rearers seem quite satis- 

; fied if they only: succeed in 
having & few ducks. Duck market-rearers, par- 
ticularly in the speciality districts such as 

About Aylesbury, 

keep on making ducklings as long as ever they 
can. When the rearing is done with they fill up 
the year with special fattening till fertile eggs 
are in again, and the incubator can be again set 
agoing. Perhaps the most marked distinction 
between the two systems is shown in the prices 
the managers of them get for their produce. 
Ducklings reared and well marketed (avoiding 
the season when game is most plentiful and 
cheap) will average the year round at twelve 


weeks old 
2s. 6d. Each 


anywhere. No industry in the poultry world is 
more certain or is more easily managed when one 
knows how. This sketch may be of use with a 
few hints. I would not care much if I had no 
duck-pond, but I would provide a large bath or 
tub to let them have a bath in sometimes. I 
would keep all the ground about and beneath t'»^ 
house scrupulously clean. 


Sawdust, Peat-Mossdust, Chaff, 

and Ashes 
would all come in handy for that purpose. I 
would keep back the fertile eggs till I could filla 
fifty-egg incubator, or could set three broody 
hens at the same time. I would prefer to fill the 
machine and set the hens, too, at one time if I 
could. When ducklings came I would keep them 
very dry and clean. I would feed them on mixed 
meals— 


Oats, Barley, Maize 
and such-like, with milk to thicken it; and I would 
so grow them on these that at twelve or thirteen 
wecks old they would weigh 5 or 61b. each, and 
be worth, according to the senson, from 2s. 6d. 
to 4s. each in the market. By a good market I 
mean by selling them to a poulterer in & big 
town, or by standing in the open market in the 
biggest town near me. Failing such a market, 
I would get the addresses of the biggest sales- 
men in one or more of the largest towns, and I 
would send fifty or a hundred ducklings at a time 
to one or other of them, first ascertaining on. 
which day my sending would be most acceptable. 


As to Breeds: 
Aylesburys first ; Aylesbury-Pekins next ; Ayles- 
bury-Houens third; that is the order of merit as

eggs a year each if one has a good strain and |

Most People Are Fond of Dogs, | 
and dogs when properly managed pay very well. | 
Let me make a distinction by classing dogs under | 
sporting and non-sporting, so as to suit readers | 
of both sexes in town and country. Sporting 
dogs that pay well include spaniels, retrievers, 
setters, and terriers. Those all need to be 
trained to make them of full value. Pet dogs 
and larger ones, suchas deerhounds, St. Bernard’s, 
Great Danes, collies, and Newfoundlands, need 
only careful rearing, and are therefore more 
suitable for town residents and for ladies. Every 
kennel should have a court to it. The floor of 
the court should be laid with cement. The 
internal arrangement of it should be such as will 
give the greatest degree of warmth and cleanli- 
ness. Anyone who will study the following 
sketch will be able to erect a kennel therefrom 
without details of its dimensions, etc., being

given, and it will be understood that the larger 
the dog the greater must be the space allowed for 
it in the kennel and the court. With regard to 
rearing, the 


Field-Trial and Shooting Dogs Pay Best, 
because it is possible to get a good price for 
every pup that is reared and trained. Not one 
in fifty fashionable dogs reared will make a £50 
or £100 dog, or be a show-bench champion, per- 
haps; but pure bred and pedigree dogs, if not 
exactly perfect in type, may always be sold at 
fairly profitable prices. 

Feeding Young Dogs. 
My own young and old dogs get very similar 
feeds. Every morning they have a light break- 
fast of cooked food: house and table scraps, 
spare cooked vegetables, small bones, cooked 
oatmeal (porridge), with milk for puppies, and 
broth for older dogs. The evening feed is of 
broken dog biscuits, softened with hot water 
for puppies, and given dry to the others. 

Exercise 

is most necessary. I give all my dogs a romp or 
a game with a ball every day. A dog that will 
not play I would not keep. I have a collie bitch 
that plays with me at football capitally. We 
can have a good game, either indoors with a 
tennis ball, or out in the field with a well-stuffed 
rabbit skin tightly bound and tied with cord. 
Walking is not sufficient; make them play and 
romp and dogs will never get fat and lazy, and 
puppies will never have distemper. 


Mushrooms are Profitable 


to cultivate in spring and early summer. What- 
ever the quantity grown, they always sell well in 
the markets. It may be some guide to intending 
cultivators of mushrooms for profit if I tell them 
that nearly all the shops in provincial towns 
where mushrooms are sold get their supplies 
regularly from sales- 
men in one or other 
of the big centres, 
and that more mush- 
rooms are sent from 
London to provincial 
towns than from all 
other markets. The 
variety grown is this 
one. The variety is 
well known by 
growers, and will be 
easily recognised by 
novices. A first 
necessity is having 
ready a lot of fresh 
unfermented stable 
dung. This must 
be made up into 
heaps and heated 
for three days or 
so at a time till it is 
all even and steady. Then it is put into solidly 
built ridges, three feet or so high, and as much 
wide at the bottom. Good spawn, freshly made, 
is procured, and as soon as the heat in the ridge 
is steady, a coating of loamy soil is spread over 
them. ‘The spawn is broken up into pieces of 
about two inches square, and it is tucked in an 
inch or so deep under the soil, and well beaten 
down with a spade or a piece of board.

British Benevolence and the Calamities of 
Famine and Plague in India.—The tide of sub- 
stantial sympathy our noble Queen and Merchant Princes 
set flowing to ameliorate the sufferings of thousands of the 
Indian famine districts is rising magnificently. Grandly 
is England doing her duty. By Monday night the Mansion 
House Famine Relief Fund amounted to £147,000. The Lord 
Mayor acknowledged the generous contribution of £15,909 
from the Stock Exchange. An Indian newspaper asserts that 
nearly 10,000 deaths from plague have occurred, alas! in 
Bombay since the outbreak of the epidemic. 


To London's Self-Sacrificing Medical Officers 
of Health are residents in the Metropolis indebted for 
the comparatively good bill of health shown by London. 


. The Lord Mayor of London on Monday, as a first 
instalment, remitted £400 to the island of Montserrat for 
the relief of the sufferers by the recent floods. Among 
recent donors to the fund have been the Colonial Bank, 
which gave £52 10s.; the Hon. W. F. D. and Lady Esther 
Smith, £25 ; Messrs. S. Dobree and Sons, £21 ; Mr. Quintin 
Hogg, £10 10s. The total of £2500 is required for the full 
relief of the sufferers. 


The Deplorable Disaster to Consul Phillips’s 
Mission to Benin is now brought home to us more 
clearly by Reuter’s agent at Lagos. The pacific British 
Mission to Benin started from Sapele for that city on Jan. 2. 
It ineluded Acting Consul-General Phillips and his private 
secretary, Major Crawford, Captain Boisragon, Dr. Elliott, 
and Messrs. Campbell, Locke, Powis, and Gordon. It was 
accompanied by a band of 200 carriers, Kroo Jakaris. After 
proceeding up Gatto Creek the party landed, and continued 
their journey overland to Benin town. In every town 
through which they passed they received friendly greetings 
from the people, and peaceful messages were Drought to 
them from the King. On the day after their landing they 
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had covered a distance of fourteen miles, and were approach- 
ing the town when they were suddenly fired upon from an 
&mbuseade both in front and rear. 


Mr. Phillips, his Private Secretary, Dr. 
Elliott, and Mr. Powis fell Dead on the spot. 
Major Crawford was wounded, but was picked up by 
Captain Boisragon and Mr. Lucke. He was wounded again 
as he was being carried off by his comrades. He died 
almost immediately, but before he expired he implored the 
two officers to leave him behind, declaring that it was all 
over with him, and exhorting them to look after their own 
safety. Mr. Campbell was captured and taken to the town. 
The King refused to allow him to be brought in, and he 
was carried to an adjacent village, where he was put to 
death. There is no authentic information as to the fate of 
Mr. Gordon, but he is believed to be dead. 


Captain Boisragon and Mr. Locke Escaped 
intothe Bush, where they wandered for five days before 
they were picked up. Mr. Locke was armed with a revolver, 
and shot several of the natives who attacked them during 
their wanderings. Captain Boisragon was shot in the 
arm while beating a band of natives back with a stick. 
The two men subsisted for five days on cassava- 
leaves, and the only water which they had to drink was 
dew. Final they came across a Benin village, where 
they were kindly treated by the natives, who took them 
across the creek and landed them at a town. They received 
further care from the natives here, and after a time were 
conveyed by them down the creek in a covered canoe. 
A launch with a relief party on board was met on its way 
up the ereek, anë to this the two officers were trans- 
ferred. The native servant of Mr. Powis escaped inte the 
bush; he reported that he came across the headless rox of 
his master. Allthe Europeans were killed and beheaded. 
The finger-rings of Mr. Phillips have been sent back by the 
King, and the act is taken to indicate his intention to defy 
the British. Captain Boisragon and Mr. Locke are im- 
proving in health. Her Majesty's ship Widgeon (sketched 
in last week's P.7.P.) arrived at New Benin on Tuesday 
week with Captain Gallwey, who lately returned from the 
interior, on board. 


Bon Voyage to Jack and Joe on Board the 
Malacca.—Warm hearts bade Jack and Joe God-speed as 
they embarked in the Malacca at the Royal Albert Docks 
last Saturday afternoon, bound for Benin; but a bitterly 
cold blizzard blew the snow in the faces of the gallant 
Marines and Bluejackets from Chatham and Portsmouth. 
The scene is faithfully depicted by a P.I.P. Artist on our 
front page. The naval force was made up of 100 Marines 
from Chathain and 100 Marines from Portsmouth, with 
some 300 Bluejackets from the various naval ports. They 
took with them six Maxim guns, with other light mountain 
guns, and every member of the force is above twenty-seven 
years of age and has volunteered for this service. As the 
men filed up the gangway the band of the Grenadier Guards 
struck up the Marines’ regimental march, ** A Life on the 
Ocean Wave,” ** Rule Britannia," and the National Anthem. 
This was the signal for many rounds of enthusiastic cheering, 
renewed again and again as the Malacca gradually made 
its way out of the dock. As she entered the Thames and 
proceeded away, under half-steam, the cheers were renewed 
and responded to by the men, the air being filled by cries 
of * God-speed" and “Safe return." The Malacca, which 
is commanded by Captain T. C. Hemming, will, after the 
landing of the troops, be used as a hospital-ship for any 
indisposed members of the Expedition. 


Admiral Rawson to Command the Benin 
Expedition.—The St. George, Admiral Rawson's 
ship, which is coming from the Cape to contribute her 
quota to the Benin Expedition, was launched in 1893 at 
Earle's yard. She is a first-class armoured cruiser of 
7350 tons, with a steel deck 5in. thick, and with an 
armament of two 22-ton breechloaders, ten 6in, quick- 
firing guns, and seventeen 6-pounder and 3-pounder guns, 
as well as seven machine guns. Her bunker capacity is 
850 tons, and her speed twenty knots. The Theseus, 
which is on her way from Malta, is a sister-ship, 
and was built at Blackwall in the same year. We 
are indebted to Messrs. Gregory for the admirable 
photographs depicting Captain Campbell, C.B., on board 
the Theseus, likewise middies’ gun-drill on board the 
same war-ship, which first-class cruiser, swiftly ploughing 
her way from the Mediterranean to Benin, carries two 
22-ton and ten 6-in. guns. Captain Campbell was doubtless 
ordered to Benin by the Admiralty, as he has done good 
service before on the west coast of Africa. Lord John Hay, 
by the way, has a plucky middy of a son on board the Theseus. 
Rear-Admiral Harry H. Rawson, who commands on the Cape 
and West Coast station, entered the Navy in 1857, and soon 
saw active service in the China War, where he was severely 
wounded in action. His rise to Captain was fairly rapid, 
and he was Flag-Captain in the Mediterranean when war 
with Russia was deemed imminent. He gained great credit 
with the Admiralty for a report on the best method of 
defending the Suez Canal. He served as principal trans- 

l port officer in the Egyptian War of 1882. Since he has been 
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at the Cape he has been in the Brass Expedition, the 
operations against the chief Nana, and, finally, the bom- 
bardment of Zanzibar. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Bruce Hamilton, who, as 
senior officer, is to command the land expedition to Benin, 
joined the Army in 1877, amd three years later served as 
Lieutenant in the East Yorkshire Regiment in the Afghan 
War with the force under Major-General Phayre. He took 
part in the Boer War of 1881 as aide-de-camp, first to Sir 
Charles Colley and afterwards to Sir Evelyn Wood, being 
present in the engagement at the Ingogo River (mentioned 
in despatches). - He also had a share in the Burmese 
operations of 1885, and served in last year’s Ashanti 
Expedition under Sir Francis Scott. In January 1894 he 
was appointed Deputy Assistant Adjutant-General at 
Portsmouth. 


Britishers Keep Cool at the Wreck of a 
Troop-ship. — According to the official information 
received respecting the wreck of the troop-ship Warren 
Hastings, off the Island of Réunion, on the 14th inst., the 
Telegraph says “that although it was a wet, dark night, 
and the surf rendered the small boats impracticable, the 
1232 persons on board, including women and children, were 
passed to shore by ropes, the troops maintaining splendid

The Lamentable Story ofthe Lord and Lady 
Cowley Divorce Suit has been a topic of town talk 
for the past fortnight. It provided a P.I.P. Artist with a 
series of subjects for fresh portraits in court. The case 
was heard in the Strand Courts of Justice before Mr. 
Justice Barnes and a special jury. It was the petition of 
the Right Hon. Violet, Countess Cowley, daughter of the 
Marquis of Abergavenny, for a divorce by reason of the 
alleged desertion and misconduct of her husband, the 
Right Hon. Henry Arthur Mornington Wellesley, Earl 
Cowley (who, when Lord Dangan, was called upon to pay 
Miss Phyllis Broughton, the popular actress, a heavy sum 
for breach of promise of marriage). The misconduct 
alleged in the divorce case was ‘with Mrs. Charles 
Charrington, a married lady, who had intervened. 
Answers were filed denying the charge. Mr. Walton, 
Q.C., and Mr. Barnard appeared for the petitioner; 
Sir E. Clarke, Q.C., Mr. Deane, Q.C., and Mr. A. 
Gill, for the respondent; Mr. Inderwick, Q.C., and Mr. 
Boxall for Mrs. Charrington ; and Sir F. Lockwood, Q.C., 
and Mr. Rose Innes held a watching brief for Mr. Char- 
rington. Mr. Lawson Walton said that the charge of 
misconduct with Mrs. Charles Charrington extended from 
the winter of 1892 until the winter of 1895. Lady Cowley 
was one of the daughters of the Marquis of Aber- 
gavenny, and she was married to Lo Cowley on 
Dec. 17, 1889, he then being Lord Dangan. After the 
marriage Lord and Lady ngan went to Paris for 
the honeymoon, and after their return to this country 
they visited first of all Lord Cowley's house, and 
afterwards took up their residence in Lowndes Square, 
Towards the end of the year 1890 Lord Cowley purchased a 
house in Sloane Street, and they went to reside there in the 
autumn of that year. There was only one child born of 
the marriage, a son, who is the present Lord Dangan, the 
heir to the title and the estates. Lord Cowley acquired a 
separate residence in Trevor Square, Knightsbridge, and 
from May 1893 he had not cohabited with his wife. From 
1892 he appears to have been constantly in the society of 
Mrs. Charles Charrington, and this was discovered and put 
an end to by her husband in 1595. Witnesses were called 
to prove the contention of Lady Cowley's counsel. Mr, 
Charles Charrington, the well-known East-End brewer, 
deposed that he separated from his wife last April, but 
would not give any further evidence. 


Mr. Ivory, alias Bell (the dynamite case against 
whom quite collapsed last week at the Old Bailey) in 
company with Mr. McIntyre, the District Attorney who 
came over from New York to assist in his defence, has 
sailed for the United States. 
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The Artist's Model Brings an Action for 
Breach of Promise.--The P.7.P. Law Courts Artist 
found another sketchable case last Monday. The Lord 
Chief Justice and a special jury began the trial of an action 
for breach of promise of marriage brought by Miss 
Catherine Fitzpatrick against Mr. Jesse Curling, member 
of a firm of ladies' tailors in Regent Street. 'The plaintiff, 
under the name of Miss Howard, had been an artist's 
model, having sat to the late Lord Leighton, Mr. Alma 
Tadema, and other artists; but she denied having at any 
time been painted in the nude. The defence was that Mr. 
Curling was induced to make the promise by the plaintiff's 
misrepresentations as to her name, occupation, family, 
social position, and age. In cross-examination the plaintiff 
admitted having been a great deal in the studio of a Mr. 
Robinson, and having been in correspondence with other 


gentlemen; but she emphatically repelled the suggestion | 


that familiarities had taken place between her and any of 
them. Mr. Owen Hall must have laughed consumedly to 
hear that ** The Artist's Model"' had cropped up in another 
form at the Law Courts. Dr. Powell was called with a 
view of giving evidence as to the examination of the 
plaintiff, but on the learned Judge pointing out that the 
evidence was irrelevant, as no question of the chastity of 
the plaintiff was raised on the pleadings, it was not pressed. 
The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff, assessing 
the damages at £150, for which amount judgment was 
given, with costs. 


A Female Burglar has ruffled the serenity of the 
West London Police-Court, where the magistrate investi- 
gated a burglary com- 
mitted by a young woman 
named Minnie Pheby, 
who had been released 
from prison only about 
six weeks, after serving 
nine months for other 
burglaries. On the morn- 
ing of Jan. 14, Charlotte 
Bailey, a dressmaker, of 
29, Paddenswick Road, 
Shepherd’s Bush, found 
that the house had been 
entered during the night. 
A small window in the 
kitchen, opening out- 
wards, had been opened, 
and the prisoner got in 
through it, although it 
was only nine inches 
wide. Mr. Lane, looking 
at the prisoner, who was 
a thick-set young woman, 
expressed surprise that 
she was able to get 
through so small a win- 
dow. Sergeant Knott said 
he knew from experience 
that it was large enough, 
as she got through a smaller window on a former occasion. 
Prisoner, who was also charged with robbing her sisters, 
was committed for trial. 


The Romantic Monte Carlo Will Case, heard 
at the Strand Courts of Justice, has been of absorbing 
interest. It has disclosed shocking habits of intemperance 
on the part of a young man of fortune, the late Mr. Charles 
Stuart Coningham, whose career of dissipation in the 
Riviera has been ciearly set forth by Sir Edward Clarke 
and Mr. Inderwick. After an inglorious career at 
Cambridge, he went to Monte Carlo, and after losing 
much money there, fell in love with Louise Plummer, 
the fair flower girl in the hall of his hotel. He 
honestly desired to marry her, but was deterred by the 
trouble attending a Consular marriage, and succeeded in 
persuading the young lady, whose conduct and character had 
been unimpeachable, to travel with him as his wife till they 
could be conveniently married. In the course of their 
irregular honeymoon, Mr. Coningham, who was only 
twenty-three, was taken suddenly illl and died at Naples. 
At Genoa, however, he had made a will, bequeathing 
legacies to relatives, friends, and servants, and leaving the 
bulk of his real and personal estate to Miss Plummer, 
whom he regarded as his wife. This will is now opposed 
by his relatives Lady Stuart, Mrs. Caroline Mostyn, and 
other benefieiaries under an earlier will, alleging that the 
last will and testament was obtained by the undueinfluence 
of Miss Plummer and her co-executor, Mr. Browning, a 
college friend. Miss Plummer (sketched in our Artist's 
Illustration) said in court that the deceased had given her 
anengagement ring. He then told her to buy the wedding 
ring, and himself placed it on her fing r, saying, ** You are 
not to take it off till I can put it on for you properly.” 
* And have you got that ring on now?" The witness 
mutely, but very eloquently, displayed the third finger 
of her left hand. ** You have worn it ever since?” “Yes.” 
The history of Coningham's continual drinking bouts, of 
his comic duel with Browning on account of the latter's 
alleged attentions to Miss Plummer, and of his deplorable 
death in a fit of intoxication brought before the publie in 
lurid colours the sad life of the young spendthrift, and 
offered a frequent lesson to the hosts of rich young fellows 
who are still flinging their money away recklessly and 
ignobly. Counsel who appeared in support of the earlier wills 
made by Mr. Coningham intimated that the plea of undue 
influence in the making of the will in favour of Miss 
Plummer would be withdrawn, but he would contend that 
the testator was insane at the time the will was made. Mr. 
W.G. King, solicitor to the testator, and several medical 
men were called to speak to Mr. Coningham's condition. 
The case had not closed when we went to press. 


A Daring Case of Bushranging has occurred 
near Coolgardie.—Three armed men *'stuck up” two 
mining managers at a place about a mile from the town. 
Having gagged their victims and tied them_to trees, the 
robbers secured the sum of seven hundred and thirty-three 
pounds, and escaped into the bush.

Palmer and Ernie Stanton for £1100 took place 
last Monday night at the National Sporting Club.
